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Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. The "or more bias 
terminals" are inconsistent with amended claim 19. Also in claim 23, the relation of the "separate 
monolithic capacitor" to the "single monolithic capacitor" of claim 19 is unclear. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has 
fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 37 1 (c) of this title before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 19, 23 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as unpatentable as shown by Flynnq/" 
record. See Figures 1, 2, 3Q vydth "photodetector" 20, 30 and "capacitor" 22, 3 5 A, 42, with a ground 
"continuous constant bias" applied to "bias terminal" 30. 

The arguments in the response, filed 23 February 2004, have been considered but are not 
wholly persuasive, as noted above. Contrary to the response (page 6), amended claim 19 is not of the 
same scope as cancelled claim 20 in completed form. 

Claims 1-18 and 30-34 are allowed over the art of record. Claims 22 and 25 are objected to 
as dependent upon a rejected claim but would be allowable if each were put in completed as 
independent claims including all limitations of claims 19, 22; 19, 25.
